chine at the time. 


The law holds that the owner of a 


car Is liable for Injuries It may In- 
flict. By the same token a railroad 
company Is sued for damages in the 
event of accident. 
But we do not 


know whether the , heavy 
damages 


awarded are equiable. 


'A study of damage suits shows that 


In our large eastern cities there are 
few motor owners on Juries with the 
result that motor car owners who 
appear as defendants are given the 
limit. In the mldOle west where car 
owners are more predominant than 
In the city, half the average Jury is 
made up of those who own automo- 
biles. And the awards are 
quite 


different. 


If the pedestrian took half the care 


to protect himself tha*. the motor car 
owner does to protect the pedestrian 
there would not b© half as many acci- 
dents. The person who doubts this 
statement need do nothing more than 
study accident statistics. 
Jay-walk- 


ing is the. commonest cause of acci- 
dent^. People have rights in

streets but thye should use crossings 
and thye should obey traffic signals.

pedestrians for their own safety will 
be compelled to heed traffic signals 
and regulations Just like the motor- 
ist.

cial situation of the Saar Valley ter- 
ritory causes anxiety from others, ac- 
cording to a report recleved by the 
League of Nation* from the govern- 
ing commlslon of tho district. 
The 


Saar Valley, which extends along the 
Franco-German frontier, was handed 
over to the Leaguo for control dur- 
ing a period of years after which the 
inhabitants by a plebiscite will decide 
their future political status. 


The commlslon reports that th* ter- 


ritory Is gradually recovering from 
the effects of the miners' strike and 
that there Is a large increase in the 
gross yield from the mines. However. 
the territory.as a tvhole has not re- 
gained Its prosperity, the 
situation 


being aggravated by continual dlfl- 
cultles In transport'to the east, by the 
scarcity of certain raw material and 
by the rise In the cost of living which 
began In August. Since June the Fren- 
ch franc has been the only legal cur- 
rency In the district, replacing the 
German mark. The effort of the gov- 
ernlng commlslon to prevent exploi- 
tation of the currency reform at first 
succeeded, but in August and Septem- 
ber a somewhat alarming Increase in 
cost of living set in. the main causes 
being the rarity of credits, difficul- 
ties In obtaining supplies, the enorm- 
ous rise of prices in Germany, and the 
ever-widening use of the gold unit for 
the establishment of prices. However, 
prices are now lower than in Germany 
The commission has adopted meas- 
sures to deal with the agitation ten- 
dency In labor circles. 


Compilation of results of a census 


taken last year shows that the total 
Saar population Is 713.105. The sur- 
face of the territory Is 188.069 square 
kilometers. 
The commissioners 
express belief 


that they will be able to cope with the 
problem of the cost of . living and 
eventually 
succeed In balancing the 


budget.

• Berlin — Judging* from vital *ta- 


tlstlcs the Idea of birth control would 
appear, to a limited extent, to have 
been adopted In Germany. Particu- 
larly does this Mem lo be the case In 
Berlin and other cltle« whprp. for 
Several years, the birth rate has fal- 
len below the death rato, -while It IP 
only Jn the rural and outlying in- 
dustrial districts that the tendency 
to bring .forth children has returned 
to anything llko normalcy. 


The "thoughtless production" of 


children BO characteristic of the Ger- 
mans and other European 
nations 


some years ago is gradually disap- 
pearing. In the opinion of Professor 
Helnrtch Sllberglelt. who 
contends 


that people living In the cities do not 
care to have their social activities 
handicapped by large families. 


This change has come about gradu- 


ally. "When the birth rate in the last 
decade of the nineteenth 
century 


was as hiKh as 36 to every thousand 
of population, it has been reduced to 
23, or even less, due to various cir- 
cumstances and the economic 'condi- 
tions prevailing In Germany since 
the end of the war. 
Lectures on hygiene, moving pic- 


tures and other propaganda designed 
to teach the benefits of rearing small- 
er families, avers Prof. Silbergleit. 
have resulted In an Increasing ten 
dency even among we 'middle c'ass- 
es to restrict the number of children 
In many cases by one-half. 
Uncer. 


talnty of the food supply, particularly 
In the Industrial areas, also has had 
much to do with this change, which 
Is in direct contrast to the ideas pre 
vailing prior to the world war. for 
then the majority of the German 
families appeared to plan to have as 
many children as possible.

COOLIDGE AND CONSISTENCY 
The conferees of the house and senate 


valiantly stood their ground on the Ja- 
panese question for a few hours. 
They 


first agreed to make the exclusion pro- 
vision of the immigration bill against 
Japan effective July 1st, nest. -In this 
they disregarded the suggestion, even 
the insistence of the president, that ap- 
plication of exclusion be deferred until 
such time as the government might be 
able to work out an agreement with Ja- 
pan acceptable all around,; and that 
would spare Japan's feeling and avoid 
the enmity of Japanese feeling. 
This 


decision was a true expression of house 
and senate feeling. 


But it did not please the president, 


who immediately got busy and demanded 
the concession he had asked for, which 
is in itself a distinct modification of the 
policy he had expressed through the de- 
partment of state before the Hanihara in- 
cident provoked congress to an extreme 
course. 
By nightfall Mr. Coolidge had 


won, temporarily at least, and the con- 
ferees agreed to accept his point of 
•view. What the house and senate will do 
with the report remains to be seen. It is 
still quite possible the president may 
have to-choose the alternative of vetoing 
the immigration bill, or of accepting a 
complete reversal of administrative poli- 
cy. Of course, the president Js right, 
but that makes very little difference with 
congress. 


Nor is the Japanese issue the only one on 


•which he may have to yield to congress if 
political expediency is to prevail. There is 
the soldiers' bonus which has been passed 
in the face of his emphatic declaration 
that a bonus is wrong in principle. There 
is the tax-measure, which is a Democratic- 
insurgent Republican bill, in complete 
conflict, with the Mellon bill that the presi- 
dent has squarely supported. 
Should 


the bill appropriating §200.000.000 of 
government money to form an export 
grain corporation, and the bill to abolish 
the railroad labor board be passed, he 
would be faced with further selections 
that are probably contrary to his views. 
Hotv the president can abandon the posi- 
tion he has taken on these various meas- 
ures to the demands of an unpopular con- 
gress and retain his claim to indepen- 
dence and party leadership is a political 
conundrum. 
But it will probably be 


done, and nothing much thought about it. 
Consistency is not a mark of political 
genius, nor of self-ad-fancement. these 
days. 


TEE RAILROAD LABOR BOARD 


Thrre is a proposal before congress to 


abolish the United States Railroad Labor 
board and to substitute for it a board of 
mediation and conciliation. It is known 
as the Howell-Barkley bill, and is b^ing 
actively supported by organized labor. In 
nddiiSon to ;he board of mediation and 
conciliation lh<re. ar<* i^ur national ad- 
juslnKnt board*; whi^h ar* to ?ettl<» griev- 
ances r.nd cliiTorniees in interpretation of 
rules and asr'-emeu**. The latter boards 
are composed of r»r>T<>s*ntai5ves of em- 
ployers and employ*'. 


The principal board, which would con- 


originally all controversies over 
and workinj: conditions, is eom- 
of fiv<» mfrnVrs. all 01 whom repre- 
Hi" p-.iMir. 
Ito'ore thi<? tribunal 


Toprosontstnos of labor and of the rail- 
roads would plead th*ir causes and dif- 
f/'Tviife*. 
It would b" an impartial tri- 


liuual, whose business would be to decide 


questions brought before it in accordance 
with justice and the facts, having at all 
times due respect for the interests of tho 
country at large. 


This plan, in our opinion, should work 


more satisfactorily than that now in use. 
The railroad labor board is made up of 
nine members, three representing the pub- 


lic, three the employers and three the rail- 
roads. In every, instance where there is 
a difference the three members represent- 
ing the interested parties line up in oppo- 
sition, so that the three public members 
must ultimately decide the case. 
A 


court composed of five members, all rep- 
resenting the public, would, we believe, 
be less likely to be influenced by pressure 
from the contending parties, would be re- 
moved from the atmosphere of dissension 
that now arises in nearly every hearing 
and probably would be more thorough in 
its investigations and more impartial in 
its judgments. 


The railroad labor board in some re- 


spects has been an improvement, but it 
has not been entirely satisfactory to 
either side. It has not prevented strikes 
and some of its orders have been severe- 
ly criticized by both the railroads and em- 
ployes. 
In 
principle a board of con- 


ciliation is preferable to a board of arbi- 
tration. It seems to us that the proposal 
now before congress is an advance over 
the method put into effect under the 
transportation act for eliminating strikes. 
The fact that organized labor is support- 
ing the measure would indicate 'that it is 
earnestly and sincerely trying to find a 
better solution of the labor problem. Not 
many years ago it would have opposed 
such a proposal. 
The new plan ought, 


moreover, to invite settlement of dis- 
putes without arousing the friction and 
antagonism that invariably crop out and 
become bitter under the existing arrange- 
ment. 


THE HEARING ON THE WORLD 


COURT 


The administration at Washington, or 


at least the legislative end of it. is en- 
gaged in pulling off another of its many 
political farces. 
After burying Mr. Har- 


ding's proposal for adherence to the 
World court for more than a year in the 
foreign relations committee over which 
his presides. Senator Lodge, whose accept- 
ance^ the "mandate" of 1920 for isola- 
tion is personally complete, has consented 
to a hparing of the question by a sub-com- 
mittee. 


Of course. Senator Lodge and the sub- 


committee are not interested in the mer- 
its of the "World courtr If they are in- 
terested in anything in connection with it 
it is to ascertain whether public opinion 
favoring it is so strong as to make it 
dangerous for them to kill it. 
Only a 


Lodge mind could possibly construe the 
7,000,000 majority four years ago as a 
^repudiation of the World court. Nobody 
at that time knew anything about the 
Permanent Court of International Justice. 
Not one voter in a thousand had ever 
heard of it. 
Yet this is the ostensible 


reason for burying in committee the pro- 
posal for American acceptance. 


Only a clairvoyant could attempt to 


fathom the -workings or intricacies of a 
Lodge intellect. We doubt if the senator 
himself knows -why he is opposed to the 
World court. 
Probably the nearest ap- 


proach to reason is a desire to vindicate 
the conspiracy he fostered in the senate 
to kill the League of Nations, and he now 
wants to be "consistent" in his attitude 
toward what is erroneously held to be an 
offspring of the League. 


A committee of the senate holding 


hearings on the World court is a good 
deal like a tribunal sitting in judgment 
on the Ten Commandments. The court 
has had the indorsement of every respon- 
sible statesman in the United States, and 
of five presidents. Ithas had the indorse- 
ment of the secretaries of state. 
The 


American Bar association has approved 
it. the American Federation of Labor, the 
United States Chamber of Commerce, the 
churches o£ the United States—all have 
subscribed to it. If there is anybody or 
organization in the country opposed to it 
that could be considor^d national or rep- 
resentative of intelligent or moral opini- 
on, we have nev.r h^rd of it. 


Nearly four year? hsve passed since the 


Republican party went into power on a 
pledge to organize an association of na- 
tions for the promotion of peoce, and no 
move has been made toward it. A similar 
pledge was given by President Harding 
for adherence to the World court and no 
further move has been made to bring this 
about. The record 3s a blank on the sid« 
of American cooperation for the promo- 
tion of international justice, understand- 


t ing and peace. The World court ii essen- 


an 
tially, originally and exclusively 
American creation. A public hearing on 
the court is an amusing attempt of poli- 
ticians to extricate themselves from a 
position that is daily becoming more un- 
tenable. 
Perhaps 
even now Senator 


Lodge realizes that American adhesion is 
inevitable. 
This would account for his 


turning tho "investigation" over to Sen- 
ator Pepper.

MAD DOGS, SNAKES AND FIREWORKS 


Without a key to the medicine cupboard the 
home nurae or first alder would be as helpless in 
an emergency as a modern housekeeper is in the 
pantry without a can opener. During this inter- 
lude, therefore, let us make sure we are prepared 
to cope not only ulth unexpected company but al- 
so with mad dogs, snakes and fireworks. Hang a 
pood quick action, ball bearing can opener behind 
the pantry door in readiness for any guests a r*- 
Croat husband may thoughlessly drag in for a 
snack, and paste these remarks about dogs, snakes 
and fireworks in your scrapbook. 


Mad Dogs 


There Is always a risk of simple Infection (or- 


dinary septicemla or "Wood poisoning") from the 
bite or scratch of any animal, wild or domestic, 
stranger or neighbor, just aa there Is from any 
other accidental or Intentional wound', and there- 
fore the same first aid treatment is advisable, that 
s. an immediate swabbing or pouring on of tinc- 
ture of iodln and a suitable protective dressing such 
as I described hero In an earlier chapter. If it were 
my dog or my bito that would be the extent of the 
treatment I should want. But if It were a neighbor's 
dog or bite, naturally one would wish to make more 
fuss about it. When the animal bites or scratches. 
If there is any anxiety about rabies ("hydrophobia") 
the safe and sensible course is as follows: Treat the 
wound the ordinary way. Confine the animal for a 
period of two weeks under the observation of a 
veterinary. If the veterinary finds no Indication of 
disease in the animal within that period, shake 
hands all around and forget the other neighbors' 
varns. If the veterinary Is not sure the animal is 
perfectly well, kill the animal, remove the head, 
pack it" in Ice or salt and promptly submit It to 
a pathologist designated by your health officer, 
for microscopic examination. 
If the examination 


shows that the animal had rabies, then there Is 
ample time for the administration of the Pasteur 
treatment, which, nowadays, is given anywhere and 
requires no visit to a distant institution. 
-I see now that we are not going to have time 


for snakes or fireworks today. We've got to add a 
Tew calmatix-e words about mad dog myths. 


There Is no truth in the yarns about people "go- 


ng mad" months or years after a bite. Rabies pre- 
vails among many species of domestic animals. The 
term "hydrophobia" (meaning fear of water) was 
invented through misunderstanding: an animal -with 
rabies is likely to suffer spasm of the throat on an 
attempt to swallow food or water, and therefore 
declines to attempt to take food or water. There 
is no fear of water involved. The rabid animal at 
tha height of the disease. Is delirious anad snaps 
rabidly anything or ex-erythlng that gets In its 
way. After a few days of illness the animal grows 
weak, drags the hind legs and presently becomes 
paralyzed. Rabies occurs in animals In 
every 


month of the year and is not particularly preva- 
lent in very hot weather or "dog days." It is fool- 
ish to kill a suspected animal which has bitten 
anybody, unless for the purpose of getting the an- 
imal's head for examination by a pathologist. The 
superstition that the killing of tho animal In any 
way benefits the person bitten Js too ridiculous to 
mention seriously.

France or Germany may hold out for

changes. 
The 
market 


trend of France's securities Indicates 
very clearly that she will co-operate. 


"The adoption of the Dawes report 


means that the United States will be 
called upon to loan large 
sums 


abroad and indorse to a certain ex- 
lent Germany's obligations. This in 
Itself is not a bull point. It is also 
to bo remembered that the Dawes 
plan will set Europe tip in business 
again and enable her 
to compete 


with us to a much greater^ extent 
than at present. We 
should 
pot' 


therefore, spend all our time helping 
to get Europe rehabilitated, only to 
leave our own manufacturers 
and 


• wage workers to suffer from* this 


unnecessary commercial and 
econ- 


omic readjustment." 


MEANS MORE IMPORTS 


The long swing results of 
the 


Dawes plan as Mr. Babson sees them 
will be somewhat as follows: 
"Imports Into the United States 


•will greatly increase and if we are 
not prepared for them our own mlllb 
and factories will be shut down cor- 
respondingly. 


"To offset this we can Increase our 


mass production to make up for one 
loss ln^ specialty manufacturing. Let 
me make this point clear. 
.^Manufacturing can be- divided In- 
to two main groups,—viz—(1) those 
articles where labor Is the principal 
factor such aa wearing apparel, 
household furnishings, novelties, etc.; 
and (2) those articles where capital is 
the principal factor auch aa structur- 
al steel products, agricultural im- 
plements, etc. When Europe

settled again, we must expect to lose 
much^of our 'labor goods' markets.
